The Hon. Thomas Howard, Eiq; is appointed a Page to 
his Royal Highnefs the Duke of Cumberland. 

The True Briton Privateer has taken a Dutch Dogger 
call’d the Honour, from Rotterdam, bound to Dunkirk, 
and brought her into the Downs ; and as they found feveral 
Chefts of Small Arms on board ; and other Implements ot 
War it is thought fhe will prove a good Prize. 

There is Advice, that the Privateers fitted out at Car- 
racaa by the French, have taken feveral Britifi American 
Ships, many of them of confiderable Value. 

The Alexander, Capt Knightly, from North-Caroliita 
for the Bermuda Iflands, is lott in her Pailage; the Cap- 
tain and Crew are fav’d. 

There is Advice from Portfmouth, that two Dutch 
Sailors having Words with each other, one of them drew 
a Knife and. ftabb’d the other in fo defperate a Manner, 
that he died foon after; the Criminal has fince heen 
executed at Spithead on board one of the Dutch Men of 
War. ' 

The Tranfeript of a Letter dive%ed to Samuel Maxwell, 
“Coal-FaSor, at Billinijzate, from Capt. Rebert Clark, 
Mafrer of the Robert and Mary, of North Shields from 
Hamburgh, dated March 19, 1744. 

"™F-HESE are to acquaint you of my fafe Arrival at 

Hamburgh on Saturday lait; and 1 am further to 
let you know, that upon the 13th initant, being in the 

Latitude of 54, 37, North Flamborough Head, then 

bearing W. by S- diltant forty Leagues, being then in 

thirteen Fathom Water, upon the Dogger Bank, at Eight 
in the Morning, we faw a Sail to Leeward of us about two 

Leagues, the Wind atS. S. E. blowing ftrong, and we 

then being under our Courfes, and a great Sea, we took 

her to be a laden Ship, which we Seeded to be the 

Veifel that was taken belonging to Lancelot Hodgfon, of 

South-Shields, bound from Neweattle to London the Day 

before we fail’d, and the Ship’s Name the Kecovery (we 

fail’d from Neweafile on the gth inftant) whereupon I 

bore down, along with Mr. Jon. Blagdon, upon him, 

he bearing then about N. N. W. from us; when we 
came near her, we found her to be the fame, whereupon 
we thought it was a great Shame to let her. pa& us, fo 
we hoifted our Colours, and he did the fame in Engl!ith ; 
then we fired at him, and he ftruck his Colours, and we 
found them to be all Frenchmen on board, being feven in
